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Schools , City Employees 
Receive "Biohazards" Training 


Over 600 Romulus Community 
Schools employees, as well as em- 
ployees from St. Aloysius Catholic 
School and the City of Romulus, re- 
ceived special training in safely han- 
dling blood and body fluids on Friday, 
April 28, 1993. 

Conducting the training of all 
School District employees — both full- 
time and part-time, regular and sub- 
stitute - was Kenneth J. Romans, a 
registered nurse from Occupational 
Health Solutions of Brighton, Michi- 
gan. During the in-service, which was 
held in Romulus High School's audi- 
torium, employees were taught safe 
methods of performing their job tasks 
in order to greatly reduce or eliminate 
their chances of contracting a blood- 
borne disease such as HIV or HBV. 

The training will be followed by 
Hepatitis B inoculations for all em- 
ployees, at their option: at no cost to 
them. 

This comprehensive training is 
mandated by the Occupational Health 
and Safety Administration for all work- 
ers who may come into contact with 


another person's blood or body fluids 
in the course of their jobs. Teachers, 
custodians, secretaries, bus drivers, 
and aides are potentially at risk of 
facing such situations in school ona 
daily basis; and, since the District 
wished to avoid the possibility of a 
dispute with employees and their 
unions, which might have occurred 
had it offered the vaccine to some 
employees and not others, the Board 
of Education opted to offer the inocu- 
lations to all employees at no cost. 
Clinics will be set up throughout the 
District on Friday to begin the series 
of three inoculations. 

An exposure-control plan, to be 
followed by all employees, is also 
being developed by Romans with the 
assistance of School Nurse and Dis- 
trict Exposure Control Coordinator, 
Ruth Fairchild, and JanHaynes, High 
School teacher.

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Profile: Daniel Bales

After 12 years of service on the 
Romulus Community Schools Board of 
Education, Daniel Bales has decided not 
to run for reelection in the upcoming 
Board election on June 14. 

Inarecent interview, the 49-year-old 
Bales stated, "I've made this decision 
based on personal and professional rea- 
sons. At this time, | feel that, if | were 
reelected to the Board, | simply wouldn't 
have the time needed to serve the public 
as | would like to. 

"However," he continued, "! do plan 
to remain active in the community, and 
will become involved in City and Schools 
issues whenever | feel I'm needed.” 

Bales, a Kalamazoo native who has 
resided in Romulus for the last 24 years, 
added that he has received several calls 
concerning his retirement fromthe Board. 

Said Bales, "I've had a lot of calls of 
support, with some of them coming from 
the teachers. Mayor (Beverly) McAnally 
also called and said that, although she 
understood my reasons for leaving the 
Board, she still regretted it, and said that 
| will be missed very much. - 

"All of this," he went on, "has made 
me feel very good. It seems like people 
know that I've tried to serve the Schools 





with as muchpersonal integrity as | could, 
and I'm very appreciative of that fact." 
Whenaskedto list a few of the major 
contributions that he has made while on 
the School Board, the friendly, extremely 
hospitable Bales replied, "First of all, any 
contributions that I've been able to make 
have depended entirely onthe support of 
the Romulus taxpayers. Therefore, | feel 
that anything I've done has been part of 
a community effort, along with the sup- 
port of the Schools administration.” 
Bales then stated his belief that his 
assistance in developing a trusting rela- 
tionship between the Board and the 
Schools' employees has been his major 
contribution while seated on the Board. 
"Eventhoughwe don't always agree,” 
explained Bales, "| feel that I've helped to 
develop a relationship of mutual respect 
between the Board and the teachers, as 
well as with the rest of the Schools’ staff. 
"If there's any regret that | have 
about leaving the Board," added Bales, 
"itwould be leaving after working hard for 
the last 12 years to establish this trust.” 
Another Bales contribution was his 
involvement in the effort to bring financ- 
ing in line with costs for the new technol- 
ogy, the new gymnasium, and the mod- 
ernization of the schools. : 


Also, early on, Bales was instrumen- 
tal in obtaining financing for instructional 
materials and a number of school buses. 

Finally, approximately two years ago, 
Bales was called uponto testify in front of 
the Michigan Senate with regardto school 
funding and, specifically, financial relief 
for the Romulus Schools. 

"At the hearing," said Bales, "I testi- 
fied that Romulus was different from 
other communities because of the Air- 
port, major expressways, and the nu- 
merous trains that continually runthrough 
the City. 

"Therefore," he continued, "I told 
them that, because of all these things 
going against Romulus, we absolutely 
need to have good schools. | tried to 
emphasize the importance of realizing 
this need in order for us to draw new 
people to the community." 

Bales then noted that, after consid- 
ering his testimony — and that of several 
others — the Senate came out with a 
ruling favorable to Romulus. 

Inaspeculative vein, when asked on 
what he would concentrate if he were to 
remainonthe School Board, Bales stated, 
"First, and most importantly, | would con- 
tinue to build upon the trust relationship 
between the Board and the Schools’ 
employees. Also, | would stay active in 
the completion and full implementation 
of the new technology into our teaching 
system. | would also try to improve our 
MEAP (Michigan Education Assessment 
Program) scores, as | consider our con- 
tinuing low scores to be my major disap- 
pointment while I've been on the School 
Board.” 

After stating his belief that Romulus 
seems to have a bad reputation among 
many outsiders, Bales added, "I would 
work to change that perspective; it needs 
to be changed very much. We needto be 
recognized throughout the tri-county area 
forthe good work we've done here in our 
school system." 

The School Board member then 
spoke about the school-financing pro- 
posal which Michigan voters will decide 
on in the upcoming June 2 election. 

"If the proposal passes, and thereby 
reduces property taxes and hikes our 
sales tax," Bales said, "that will put Romu- 
lus Schools in a financial backslide. We 
simply won't have adequate funding to 
continue along the path we're on." 

Bales further noted that, if school 
funding changes as a result of the mea- 
sure being passed, various cuts will have 
to be implemented. This, he said, will 
result in a decline of the schools and, 
consequently, a decline within the 
community's neighborhoods. 

When queried as to the overall rela- 
tionship between the School Board and 
the District's administration, Bales an- 


swered, "Althoughwe don't always agree, 
| feel that we have a good working rela- 
tionship. In general, things are on the 
upswing now that allcontracts have been 
settled; | hope that this good relationship 
will continue in the ensuing years." 

During the recent teacher/Schools 
contract negotiations, Bales was de- 
scribed as one of the leaders in obtaining 
the dispute's final settlement. 

In 1989, the Greater Romulus Cham- 
ber of Commerce named Bales as its 
Person ofthe Year. Throughoutthe years, 
he has been involved in numerous civic 
groups, a small number of which would 
include the Pastor/Parish Committee of 
Romulus' Community United Methodist 
Church, the City's Tax Increment Finance 
Authority (TIFA) board, the Romulus 
Recreation Commission, and the com- 
mittee which oversees the annual Fourth 
of July youth games. 

Additionally, Bales has been the an- 
nouncer for the City's Michigan Week 
and Fourth of July parades, as well as 
the voice of the Romulus Flyers’ Little 
League Football team. 

In his workday world, Bales is vice- 
president and general manager of Uni- 
versal Am-Can, Ltd., a trucking firm lo- 
cated in Warren. 

After describing his duties — which, 
basically, involve maintaining an overall 
view of each company function — Bales 
said, "We haul truckloads of any cargo; 
you name it and we haul it!" 

In avivid illustration of the truth of his 
assertion, Bales then told me of the 
Company's recent task of moving a live 
whale for the State of Ohio's’ popular 
theme park, Seaworld. 

For Bales, "the most important thing 
in the world" is his family. He and wife 
Carole have been married for 30 years. 
Asecretary for the Romulus Community 
Schools for the past 15 years, Carole 
currently works at Wick Elementary. 

The couple has three adult children, 
all single. 

Bob, 27, is a University of Michigan 
graduate, and works for Northwest Air- 
lines inthe company's International Pric- 
ing Department. Bob currently resides in 
Livonia. 

Twenty-four-year-old Brian has stud- 
ied the Japanese language while in Ja- 
pan, and is now a senior at Eastern 
Michigan University (EMU). After gradu- 
ation, Brian hopes to use his bilingual 
talents in the manufacturing field. 

At 20 years of age, daughter Becky 
is a junior at EMU, and plans to become 
an elementary-school teacher. Depend- 
ing on herschedule, Becky lives either at 
home-or on EMU's Ypsilanti campus. 

The final member of the Bales house- 
hold is Bingo, an extremely large and

Lake Erie Report 

Walleye fishing onthe Big Water has 
been very spotty; with the storms that 
have hit us onthe weekends and the cold 
weather, these elements have made the 
walleye fishing very tough. One day, we 
go out (when the winds let us) and the 
fish are in 10 feet of water; the next day, 
they have moved out to 16 feet. 

The depth in which we are catching 
these fish remains the same; the lures 
are Thunderstick Jrs. and Fat Warts by 
Storm. Colors have been anything with 
orange. 

One of my favorite lures has been 
the Rebel Crawfish (chartreuse and or- 
ange). These lures will dive — depending 
on how much line you let out — four to six 
feet. 

Worm drifters have been doing okay 
near Turtle Island and the Toledo Light- 
house. There is a reef in that area; just 
run out and look for the large concentra- 
tion of boats. Again, weight forward spin- 
ners are the most popular lure. 

Water temperature has finally started 
to rise. Two weeks ago, when we started 
fishing, the temperature was 48°F; last 
week, it rose to a high of 54°F. When it 
hits 60°F, the main concentration of wall- 
eye will start feeding in our area, and the 
catch report will increase. 

The size of the walleye caught has 
also varied a good deal. One day, we 
might find a school that will range from 
three to six pounds; the next day, the 
school that we locate might only be one 
to three pounds. 

It has been a strange spring. If the 
weather continues to react like it has so 
far, we won't have a spring again; we will 
go right into summer.

South Street Tackle in Belleville re- 
ports that walleye are being caught on 
Ford Lake at the I-94 Ford Plant area. 
They are using one-sixteenth-ounce 
Pinky tipped with a minnow or a Twister 
Tail. 

Also, fishermen using nightcrawlers 
report that sucker and walleye are hitting 
on the Huron River just below the Ford 
Lake Dam. 

Belleville Lake fishermen are catch- 
ing good-size crappie off the bank and 
the docks.

Most of the people of Romulus don't 
know it, but, forthe last three years, their 
city has been home to an insurance 
agency which offers complete, multi-line 
services.
